LESS CRIME IN COUNTY PAST 
YEAR 

The year 1916 goes out with 10 
fewer murders and eight fewer sui- 
cides than the tragic year of 1915, 
“and I attribute the cause of the 
decreasing of human destruction by 
murder and suicide to the tighten- 
irs up on the sale of liquor and the 
elimination of blind pigs in all parts 
of the county,” said Sheriff J. L. 
McMinn, who is also coroner and in- 
vestigates every violent death. 

There were 84 violent deaths dur- 
ing 1916, as against 92 under 1915. 

There were 12 murders in 1916) 
and 22 murders in 1915. Guns were 
used in 10 of 1916's murders and 
knives in two. 

Of the 11 suicides of the year, as 
against 19 suicides of the year be- 
fore, one was by gas, four by poi- 
son, one by knife, four by gun and 
one by powder. 

It was a bloody record for the 
year on railroad tracks, for 238 per- 
sons were killed by trains, as against | 
15 for the year before. 

Automobiles during the year took 
a toll of nine deaths as against 12 
for the vear before. 

There were eight cases of drown-| 
ing at which the coroner presided, | 
and this number does not include 
four lost in November in Big Bear 
valley, the bodies of which were 
never recovered. 

Six persons died in fires and there 
were seven other accidental deaths 
from various causes. | 

December saw the first conviction | 
for murder of the 84 crimes of that! 
variety in two years. Fred Watts | 
was taken north last week to serve | 
10 years. 

Coroner McMinn conducted 134 in-| 
quests in 1915, but only 106 in 1916. 
This was partially due to a change 
in the coroner’s system by which in-| 
quests are not held over deaths 
which were from natural causes and | 
plainly apparent from the coroner’s | 


| investigation.

It does not bite It bas 
cannot even eat The sand fly is 
known to scientists familiarly as the 
May fly. In scientific terms it is called 
ephemerida, from the Greek word 
ephemerous, which means lasting only 
for a day. To the scientists the sand 
fly is one of the most interesting of in- 
The fly lives but a day at most, 
but before it sees the light it has Hved 
from one to three years under the wa 
ter in the form of what the scientists 
call a nymph. The nymph can both 
walk and swim. As it grows it molts, 
and after about the ninth molt tiny 
wings appear on its thorax. These 
grow larger until the insect comes 
forth from the water a sand fly. It 
then has but one duty—to lay its eggs

Of course it goes without saying 


that orchard heating will not pay 
except where frost is the limiting 
factor. It is not worth while to 


throw good money after bad by heat- 
ing to save fruit which costs more 
to grow than it will fetch in the 
market. 

If the orchard is profitable it will 
only be necesasry to accurately esti- 


mate two things, the cost of heat- 
ing and the average frost hazard, 
in order to know whether it will 


pay to heat. The chief difficulty is 
an accuraie estimate of 
the frost hazard especially in locali- 


ities where all the citrus trees are 
young. The reports of the local 
weather bureau are not of much 


value for this particular purpose be- 
cause of the very wide variation in 
frost conditions from the highest 
pipe line to the valley floor. 

Let us consider a hypothetical 
case of a fairly profitable old or- 
chard situated pretty well down to- 
ward the bottom of the _ foothill 
grade. Its record of losses due to 
frosted fruit only for the 20 years 
since coming into bearing are esti- 
mated as follows: First years, $25; 
seventh year, $165; ninth year, 
$100; eleventh year; $130; 16th 
year, $110; 18th year, $90 per acre. 
This great variation in losses was 
due more to the time the frosts oc- 
curred, that is, after all or only a 
part of the fruit had been picked, 
than it was to the variations in the 
severity or length of the cold spells. 
A total of $620 worth of fruit lost 
in 20 years averages $31 per acre 
per year, to which should be added 
any damage sustained by the trees, 
but which for the sake of brevity we 
will leave out of this discussion. 

Obviously if the cost of heating 
this orchard exceeds $31 per acre 


per year it will not pay to install 
orchard heaters. Merely for the 
sake of illustration let us say that 
the per acre expense of heating

"INTERESTING IG BREAD. 


Points For Mrs. Newiawed About the 
Staff of Life. 

The staff of life occasionally palls on 
the fastidious appetite. We wish some- 
times that bread were flavored with 
vanilla or that it were rose color or 
that in some other way it deviated 
from the monotonous simplicity of its 
daily charactetristics. 

Bread can be served in so many dif- 
ferent ways that it need never become 
monotonous, Of course there are Many 
kinds of bread--made with rye or corn 
or graham or some other flour. But we 
are talking about plain white wheat 
flour bread. 

* To begin with, bread for dinner may 
be served in the form of small blocks, 
perhaps two inches square, cut from 
the crumb or inside of the loaf with 
out crusts. These are served without 

butter. 


Then the bread may be served in 


thin slices, cut in half, and two half | 


slices, folded together, served at each 
place. 

The bread may also be browned and 
dried in the oven. For this purpose it 
may be cut in many ways. Very thin 
slices cut across twice give good pieces. 
These are put into a lukewarn oven 
and dried until they are crisp, curled 
and golden brown, or the bread may be 
eut in thicker pieces and browned and 
dried slowly. 

Pulled bread, 
pare this take the inside of a 
loaf, pull it to pieces and dry 
brown to a light golden color 
pieces in a lukewarm oven. 

For luncheon bread and butter sand- 
wiches are always good instead of 
bread and butter served separately 
The sandwiches should be made of thin 
slices and should be fresh and dainty. 

With the luncheon creamed soup 
bouillon long, narrow strips of bread 
and butter in sandwich form are good.
